contention over precisely the~ same 
point in Australia. Mr, Seulin has 
been rather more ingenious than Mr. 
King in finding a solution. _He pro- 
poses to abolish the state legislatures 
altogether, 

One can imagine without a great 
deal of difficulty the cry that would 
arise to the heavens that are over 
Canada’ should Mr. King make any 
such proposal at Ottawa—and he has 
had just as much provocation as his 
Australian colleague and more. Un- 
less we misjudge the Australians, 
they are just as state-conéscious or 
as province-conscious as we and what 
self-respecting. Tasmanian, for  in- 
stance, would want to merge his in- 
terests and his identity with those of 
some bearded colonial from West 
Australia? 

We can, of course, only judge Aus- 
tralia by the traits we have in com- 
‘mon with such of them as ,we have 
met, but. we-can only imagine that 
Mr. Scullin’s programme. Will not 
make very much progress in the 
Commonwealth parliament. In Can- 
ada the tendency is toward greater 
and ever greater decentralization. 


The Dominion government have turn- | 


ed over to us our natural resources. 
They have given us at least a con- 
sultative. interest in immigration pok 
icies. We in Alberta are even dream- 
ing of a new-province at some future 
time, perhaps distant, in the’ Peace 
River just as British Columbians see 
a new province to their north or the 
people of Manitoba’ visionma‘northern 
empire washed™by® the shores of the 
Hudgon Bay. From’ what we "know 
of Canadians and from what. .ave 
know Australians have in common 
with us, we are inclined to think that 
Mr. Scullin would be well ‘advised to 
to.drop his mad experiment before it 
goes any further.
